( a ) blending cow or buffalo milk or both with fresh separated milk , or 

milk solids other than milk fat , and water, or 
(b ) partial abstraction of fat from milk : 
Provided that such product 

( 1) is pasteurised , 
( u ) shows a negative phosphatase test, 
(iii ) remains homogeneous, when dry milk solids other than milk fat are 

used , 
(iv ) leaves no deposit of solids, when allowed to stand, and 
( v ) contains not less than 1. 5 per cent of milk fat and not less than 

9 per cent of milk solids other than milk fat." ; 
( 3 ) after item A . 11,04 ,01, the following item shall be inserted , namely : 
" A .11.04 .02. ( Standardised milk means cow or buffalo millc or both which 
( 1) has been standardised by the abstraction , or addition or both of milk 

fat, or by the addition of skimmed milk , 
( 11) has been pasteurised , 
( Ill) shows a negative phosphatase test, and 
( iv ) contains not less than 3 . 0 per cent of milk fat and not less than 8 . 5 
per cent milk solids other than milk fat ," .
